Changes in Methods Are Noted as 


Years Pass— Yield to be Huge

The biggest job of the fall for the 
farmers of this county and vicinity— 
the husking of the corn crop, is just 
beginning in the valleys. 
Here and 
there in the higher sections a little 
is being done but, the nature of the 
soil makes the crop there a little la­ 
ter always than it is on the farms 
whose sub-soil is gravel rather than 
clay. 
Already there is beginning to lie 
some familiar talk of a scarcity of 
huskers, and at the local stores the 
purchase <»f husking f ie g s of all the 
new and outlandish shafts, and the 
laying in of dozens of cheap, canvas 
cloves by most of the farmers all

The announcement that the state 
board of health proposes to make a 
crusade against the use of tobacco 
in any form and cigarettes by the 
boys of Indiana is of special interest 
here since the movement practically 
had its birth here. 
At the beginning of this school 
year the boys of the high school were 
requested to sign a pledge to abstain 
from the use of cigarettes or tobac­ 
co in any form during the school 
year. 
A great majority of the boys 
in the high school agreed to this pro­ 


p osition and it is understood that it 


is violated very little. 
Tile remain­ 
der of the boys were asked to agree 
herald the beginnig of that important not to carry tobacco in any form on 
work. 
The corn crop here this season 
will bf tremendously heavy, takingthe 
county as a whole. 
Despite the lat< 
tart of the grain, the ideal weather 
that -neceeded brought it out stir 
prisbigly. 
There will lie much sinai 
and half formed corn, hut there wil 
he a great amount of fine, full-grown 
ears, and the two grades together will 
run the total yield far ahead cif tile 
average. 
Methods o f husking have changed 
•osiderably in recent years. 
Most 
of the gathering in this county now 
it i- safe to say, will lie done by men 
cho work, Hie to a wagon, in con 
trust to the old, gang methods, when 
Crowd of laborers toiled through 
eld, all throwing corn into the same 
1-cd. and all, frequently, talking at 
til» same time about things far re­ 
moved from the harvesting of corn 
Al so, the old practice of stripping 
‘very ribbon and silk from every ear 
las lieen largely supplanted by the 
'ough-sbucking 
plan, 
which 
adds 
anre Iv to the amount a man can 
licsk in a day. 
For most of the pur­ 
poses of feeding the rough shucking 
commonly supposed to he entirely 
’s satisfactory as the passing, and 
slower wav of a few years since.

health, has addressed a 
letter to 
the young 
smokers 
and 
tobacco 
chewers that is to he sent broadcast 
over the state through the medium of 
the public schools. 
In the letter the secretary appeals 
to the boys to give up the weed, 
pointing out that it lowers the effic­ 
iency of any young man who uses it. 
“We have evidence < f this fact.” 
aid the secretary commenting 
on 
the letter, 
“in correspondence the 
board has had with the superintend­ 
ents of different 
schools. 
Those 
school officials have kept a record of 
the laggards of the school and they 
assure us they have good reason to 
believe that much of this backward­ 
ness in studies is due to the use of 
tobacco. 
While boys are growing 
there is no doubt but that nicotine 
does whip up the nerves. 
Of course 
tobacco is more dangerous to young 
men while in the growing or elastic 
stage which is a time when they are 
more profoundly impressed by drugs. 
The dose of 
medicine 
is 
always 
smaller for the young than it is for 
the older. 
We are often met with 
this lame excuse; “There is old Tom 
Jones who is [inst seventy-five and 
ie is still living and has used great 
quantities of tobacco all his life. He 
is uninjured. 
“Now as a matter of fact.” con- 
lmied the secretary, “old Tom Jones 
is injured. 
His kidneys have been 
damaged; his heart has been injured 
and his breathing apparatus is out 
of kelter. 
Besides he is not a nor­ 
mal man and he is not getting the 
enjoyment out of life that he would 
if he did not use tobacco.”

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In Ruling Against the Promoters of the 


Racing Game at Perter, Jud^e Tut- 
hill Held That the Courts Could Not 
Question the Executive Acts of the 


Governor, Whose Control of the M il­ 


itia Is Absolute. 


Michigan City, Ind., Oct. 28. — An 
opinion denying to tho Racing Founda­ 
tion Corporation of America an injunc­ 
tion, was rendered by Judge Tuthill of 
the superior court, thereby sustaining 
the action of the .state authorities in 
quartering troops at the Porter. Ind., 
racetrack. The opinion was based on 
the ground that the courts cannot 
question the executive acts of the gov­ 
ernor. 
“The supreme court is authority for 
the proposition that this court cannot 
control the act of the national guard 
In the premises,” said Judge Tuthill in 
rendering his decision. 
“The twelfth 
section of Article 5 of the Indiana con­ 
stitution leaves with the governor the 
power to call out the militia to en­ 
force the laws when he deems it nec­ 
essary and refuse to call out the mil­ 
itia w’hen he deems it unnecessary 
Ile is expressly charged and clothed 
with discretion. 
His discretion is 
final, and this court cannot interfere 
with that discretion without itself vio­ 
lating Article 3 of the same constitu­ 
tion which divided the government 
into three separate departments—the 
legislative, the executive, including 
the administrative, and the judicial." 
In answer to the plaintiff’s plea that 
the troops were ordered out when the 
governor was absent from the state, 
and that the order was in fact issued 
by his private secretary, the court 
said: 
“It is a well-known rule of law that 
when the great seal of the state of In­ 
diana is placed upon an instrum ent.no 
one can go behind the seal; no inquiry 
Is admissible. 
So it is with the order 
of the governor. 
No court shall in­ 
quire when, where or under what cir­ 
cumstances that order was p ro m u lg ­ 
ed. 
It goes forth to every citizen * 
the state of Indiana and imports abso 
lute verity.”

It is just a year since the first young 
Chinese republic was established at 
Wuchang aud the rebel leader at Han 
kow notified the foreign consuls of the 
existence of the new government. 
But after a year under the adm inistra­ 
tion of youug China it w’ould seem 
that general enthusiasm Is waning 
The Chinese press, except for subsi­ 
dized political journals and the mis­ 
sionaries, agree that although youug 
China may differ from the old iu ex 
tertials and education, the racial char 
acteristics cannot be altered so sud­ 
denly. 
However, it is pointed out that a na 
tiou that has known only despotism 
for countless generations is no more 
able to achieve freedom suddenly than 
the leopard is to change his sj>ots 
There appears to be some tendency to­ 
ward provincial autonomy, and this 
would be augmented by any rebellion 
against the present regime. 
The re 
suit would probably be to abolish the 
monarchical principle aud Confucian­ 
ism. 
Disaffection In Provinces. 
There is already a general disaffec­ 
tion through the provinces, perhaps as 
marked jus that under the last of tile 
Manchus 
An important result has 
been to set at naught the authority and 
the treaty obligations of the central 
government in regard to opium aboli­ 
tion. 
A recent editorial on “Defiant 
Hunan” In the North China Herald 
says: “The prestige of tile republican 
government has been dealt another 
heavy blow, and the time when the 
government in Beking will be able to 
Impose its will upon the provincial au­ 
thorities has been rendered more ie 
mote than ever. 
According to a tele 
gram from Peking, there is quite an 
extensive recrudescence of Hie cultiva­ 
tion of the poppy throughout Hunan 
Thus is the impotence of the authori 
•ties in Beking becoming more and more 
demonstrated by the ever increasing 
arrogance cf the provinces. 
Notwith­ 
standing tho treaty obligations of the 
government and its instructions to the 
provinces, at this moment the I nippy 
is being cultivated in Kueichau. Shan­ 
si, Kzeclitten. Chekiang. Kiaugsu. Fu­ 
kien and Yunnan.” 
Tho brevity of the revolution and the 
suddenness with which the new’ re 
girlie has taken Hold partially account 
for a change only in the outer form of 
government, which leaves the masses 
politically unconscious and unchanged. 
Correspondents of the North China 
Herald, writing from the provinces. 
voice this feeling of the hopeless imino 
blllty of the people at large 
"What 
ever is happening in other parts of 
China.'" says otic writer, "it is certain 
that in Kau at ting men and women are 
being executed in astonishing mini 
ber- "

HUSKERS SCARCE 
AS USUAL 


Changes in Methods Are Noted as 


Years Pass—Yield to be Huge 


One. 


The biggest job of the fall for the 


fanners of this county and vicinity— 
the husking of the'corn crop, is just 
beginning in the -valleys. •'•''•Here and 
there in the higher sections a little 
is being done'but, the nature of the 
soil makes the crop there a little la- 
ter always than it is on the farms 
whose sub-soil is gravel rather than 
clay. 


Already there is beginning to be 


some familiar talk of a scarcity of 
Iiuskers, and at the local stores the 
purchase of husking pegs of all the 
new and outlandish shapes, and the 
laying in of dozens of cheap, canvas 
gloves by most of the farmers all 
herald the heginnig of that important, 
work. 


The corn crop here this season 


ivill he tremendously heavy, takingthe 
county as a whole. Despite the late 
stnrt of the grain, the ideal weather 
that succeeded brought it out sur- 
prisingly. There will be much small 
nnd half formed corn, but there will 
he a great amount of fine, full-grown 
ears, and the t\vo grades together will 
run the total yield far ahead of the 
average. 


Methods of husking have changed 


c'.msiderably in recent years. Most 


the gathering in this county now. 


it i-i safe to say. will be done by mon 
who work. o>ie to a wagon, in con- 
trast to the old, gang methods, when

The announcement that the state 


board of health proposes to make a 
crusade against the.use of tobacco 
in any form and cigarettes by the 
boys of Indiana is of special interest 
here since the movement practically 
had its birth here. 


At the beginning of this school 


year the boys of the high school were 
requested to sign a pledge to abstain 
from the use of cigarettes or tobac- 
co in any 'form during the school 
year. A great majority of the boys 
in the high school agreed to this pro- 
position and it is understood that it 
is violated very little. The remain- 
der of the boys were asked to agree 
uot to carry tobacco in any form on 
the school grounds or in the building, 
and they all abided by the wish of 
the faculty. 


Following the action of the school 


officials here a number of schools in 
other cities of the state took the 
question up and are handling it in the 
same manner as was first done here. 
The tendency in other places is more 
ro put the ban on the cigarette rath- 
er than tobacco in general. 


It seems that the agitation which 


really began here has become state- 
wide in its scope as Di% J. N. Hurty. 
secretary' of the state 
board, of 


health, has addressed a 
letter to' 


the young smokers 
and 
tobacco 


chewers that is to be sent broadcast 
over the state through the medium of 
the public schools. 


In the letter the secretary appeals 


to the boys to give up the weed, 
pointing out that it lowers the effic- 
iency of any young man who uses it. 


"We have evidence of this fact," 


said the secretary commenting on 
the letter, 
"in correspondence the 


board has had with the superintend- 
ents of different schools. 
Those 


school officials have kept a record of 
the laggards of the school and they 
assure us'they have good reason to 
believe that much of this backward- 
ness in studies is due to the use of 
tobacco. 
While boys are growing 


there is no doubt but that nicotine 
does whip up the nerves. Of course 
tobacco is more dangerous to young 
men while in the growing or elastic 
stage which is a time when they are 
more profoundly impressed by drugs. 
The dose of 
medicine is 
always 


smaller for the young than it is for 
the older. We are often met with 
this lame excuse: "There is old Tom 
Jones who is past seventy-five and 
be is still living and has used great 
quantities of tobacco all his life. He 
is uninjured. 


"Now as a .matter of- fact," con- 


tinued'the secretary, "old Tom Jones 
is injured. His kidneys have been 
damaged; his heart has been injured 
and his breathing apparatus is out 
of kelter. Besides he is not a nor- 
mal man and he is not getting the 
enjoyment out of life that he would 
if he did not use tobacco."

In Ruling Against the Promoters of the 


Racing Game at Porter, Judge Tut-: 
hill Held That the Courts Could Not : 
Question the Executive Acts of the 
Governor, Whose Control of the Mil- 
itia Is Absolute.

Michigan City, Ind., Oct. 28. — An ! 


opinion denying to the Racing Founda-1 
tion Corporation of America an in June- i 
don, was rendered by Judge Tuthill of 
the superior court, thereby sustaining 
the action of the state authorities in : 
quartering troops at the Porter, Ind., i 
racetrack. The opinion was based on i 
the ground that the courts cannot | 
question the executive acts of the gov- 
ernor. 


"The supreme court la authority for 


the proposition that this court cannot 
control the act of the national guard 
In the premises," said Judge Tuthill in 
rendering his decision. "The twelfth 
section of Article 5 of the Indiana con- 
stitution leaves with the governor the 
power to call out the militia to en- 
force the laws when he deems it nec- 
essary and refuse to call out the mil- 
itia when he deems it unnecessary. 
He is expressly charged and clothed 
with discretion. 
His discretion is 


final, and this court cannot interfere 
with that discretion without itself vio- 
lating Article 3 of the same constitu- 
tion which divided the 
government 


Into three separate departments—the 
legislative, the executive, including 
the administrative, and the judicial." 


In answer to the plaintiff's plea that 


the troops were ordered out when the 
governor was absent from the state, 
and that the order was in fact issued 
hy his private secretary, the court 
said: 


"It is a well-known rule of law that 


when the great seal of the state of In- 
diana is placed upon an instrument, no 
one can go behind the seal; no Inquiry 
Is admissible. So it is with the order 
of the governor. No court shall in- 
quire when, where or under what cir- 
cumstances that order was promulgat- 
ed. It goes forth to every citizen i»" 
the state of Indiana and imports abso- 
lute -verity."

Numerous Difficulties That Beset the 


New Government at the Time of Its 
Establishment Have Not Yet Been 
Surmounted. 


It is just a year since the first young 


Chinese republic was established at 
Wuchang aud the rebel leader at Han- 
kow notified the foreiga consuls of the 
existence of the new government. 
But after a year under the administra- 
tion of young China it would seem 
that general enthusiasm is wan'm 
The Chinese press, except for subsi- 
dized political journals and the mis- 
sionaries, agree that although young 
China may differ from the old in ex- 
ternals and education, the racial char 
acteristics cannot be altered so sud- 
denly. 


However, it Is pointed out that a na 


tion that has known only despotism 
for countless generations is no more 
able to achieve freedom suddenly than 
the leopard is to change bis spots 
There appears to be some tendency to- 
ward provincial autonomy, and this 
would be augmented by any rebellion 
against the present regime. 
The re 


suit would probably be to abolish the 
monarchical principle and Confucian- 
Ism. 


Disaffection In Provinces. 


There is already a general disaffec- 


tion through the provinces, perhaps as 
' marked as that under the last of the 


Manchus. 
An important result ha: 


been to set at naught the authority am 
the treaty obligations of the centra 
government in regard to opium aboli 
tion. 
A recent editorial on "Defiani 


Hunan" in the North China Herald 
says: "The prestige of the republican 
government has been dealt anothei 
heavy blow, and' the time when the 
government in Peking will be able to 
impose its will upon the provincial au 
thorities has been rendered more »e- 
mote than ever. 
According to a tele 


gram from Peking, there Is quite an 
extensive recrudescence of the cultiva 
tion of the poppy throughout Hunan 
Thus is the impotence of the author! 
ties in Peking becoming more and mor 
demonstrated by the ever increasing 
arroganc-e t-f the provinces. 
Notwith 


standing the treaty obligations of the 
government aud its instructions to tU 
provinces, at this moment the poppj 
is being cultivated in Kueichau. Shan 
si, Szechnen. Chekiang. Kiangsu. Vu 
kien and Yunnan."

SENATE INQUIRY 
PROBABLY ENDED 


Former Senator Beveridge the 


last Witness, 


HIS STORY OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


On the Witness Stand the Former Sen- 


ator Tells His Inquisitors How He 
Came to Hold Generous Contribu- 
tions of Friends Until the Close of 
the Campaign in 1904 Before Re- 
turning Them to Donors. 


Washington, Oct. 28. —With Albert 


J. Beveridge on the stand, what will 
probably be the last work of tbe Clapp 
senatorial 
investigating 
committee 


failed to reveal any hidden funds con- 
tributed to the senator's aid in the 
1904 campaign. Mr. Beveridge told of 
George W. Perkins's gifts, amounting 
to $30,000, previously testified to; he 
told of the return of that fund and all 
others. The former senator told the 
committee how he had given up his 
law practice when elected to the sen- 
ate and how he had lived in Washing- 
ton solely on his salary as senator and 
the returns from his magazine -writing. 


He had not availed himself, he told 


the committee, of 
the privileges of 


franks and passes, even though, at 
that time, the use of such perquisites 
was not considered improper. 


"I have always paid my own elec- 


tion expenses," said Mr. Beveridge. 


Henry C. Starr of Richmond, chair- 


man of the state executive committee 
of the Indiana Republican state com- 
mittee in 5904, preceded Beveridge on 
the stand and 
confirmed the state- 


ments made by previous witnesses re- 
garding the Perkins and other contri- 
butions. 


Former Senator Beveridge told the 


story of how two certificates of de- 
posit and one draft, for $10,000 each, 
came to his office when he was out 
campaigning in 1904; of how his sec- 
retary laid all three before him one 
day when he returned to Indianapolis. 
With these voluntary offerings from 
Mr. Perkins was a draft for $25.000 
from his cousin, Edward L. McLain of 
Greenfield. O.. and a donation of $2.."iOfi 
from 
Gifford 
Pinchot. 
His 
first 


thought, he said, was; 


"I can't use this money; I'll return 


It at once." 


Either Tom Shipp or John Hayes. 


in Senator P.everidge's office, suggest- 
ed that before he did that it would be 
best to "see what Rothschild has to 
say." 
L. G. Rothschild was sent for. 


He thought it would be a mistake to 
return the. contributions immediately. 
as they represented the warm ami 
earnest friendship of the donors, who 
might be offended by such precipitate 
action. 


Shipp said he believed Rothschih: 


was right—that it would like a case 
of "heroics." Hayes added his indorse- 
ment of the views of Rothschild and 
Shipp. 


"If all you fellows think it is best f 


hold them for a while, then I guess it 
is best." said Senator Beveridge. who 
had faith in his little "kitchen cabi- 
net." 
The checks and drafts were 


sealed in an envelope, put in the vault 
in his office and held until after oK>c- 
tion. This is tho whole story of tho 
"mystery" PS to why the contributions 
were not returned immediately. 


Jlr. Beveridge explained the causes 


that prompted his three friends to 
send-contributions to him. 
Ho said 


that he and his cousin. Ed Mcl.ain. 
had been closer than brothers over 
since they were little boys. He am": 
Perkins, he said, have been the warm- 
est of friends since their young man- 
hood. Mr. Pinchot was the godfather 
of his daughter, Mr. Perkins the god- 
father of his son.

London, Oct. 2S.—Bulgarians march- 


ing into Baba Eski, twenty-five miles 
southeast of Adrianople and but a few- 
miles from the glint of the railroad! 
tracks running straight across country 
to the Ottoman capital, voiced the pre- 
diction, "Constantinople next." with 
all tho fervor of a moral conviction. 


The Kulgars believe that Adrianople 


is already theirs. As their military ex- 
perts in the war offices in Sofia years 
ago moved little pins back and forth 
across the map from the frontier to 
Constantinople, so they have moved, 
steadily and surely in accordance with 
the long planned orders of those ex- 
perts, first a' Mustapha Pasha, then to 
Kirk-Killisseh, then in front of Adri- 
anople. until now they have pas«c:l 
that outpost of the Ottoman empire 
and are driving at the Oriental rail- 
road to the capital and the cutting o'l 
of the TurKs in Adrianople. 


The Turks at Adrianople had plan- 


ned in case of defeat to fall back upon 
Baba Eski. which the Bulgars took 
Sunday. They were planning to join 
the main division of the Turkish army 
concentrated between Baba Eski and 
Lule Burgas, but the column of Bul- 
garian troops that swung into the little 
town Sunday blasted that hope. 


The next bis battle will undoubtedly 


be over tbe few miles of country bo- 
tween these two towns, and experts 
predict an overwhelming Turkish de- 
feat. One correspondent says that tho 
present purpose of the Bulgars is to 
sweep tbe Turks retreating from Kirk- 
fvillissrh and the main body south of 
Adrianople into the sea. Every nerve 
is being strained in the pursuit of tho 
fleeing Turks and the men are allowed 
only tho briefest spells for rest, not- 
withstanding tlie exhausting fighting 
In which they have already taken part 
and tbe long marches.

is 


trumps, and Turkey must not be given 
time in which to bring up reinforce- 
ments, make intrenchments or take 
the army to Constantinople. 
Every 


man in tbe Bulgarian army is con- 
vinced t h a t the beaten Turks will be 
annihilated. The. moral consciousness 
of tbe Bulgarians has enormously in- 
creased in tr.e last few days, and they 
now believe themselves to be uncon- 
querable, as indeed they are.
